Preamble 

No. Q./13013/4/2011 - A.I.(RD)—The vision of the Ministry 
of Rural Development (MoRD) is sustainable and inclusive 
growth in rural India. It aims to achieve this through a multi¬ 
pronged strategy for eradication of poverty by increasing 
livelihood opportunities, providing social safety nets and 
developing infrastructure for growth and improvement of 
quality of life in rural India. Accordingly, the Ministry is 
implementing a number of programmes. Even as the budget 
and coverage of various programmes has increased manifold 
over the last decade, there has been no commensurate 
increase in the required manpower for concurrent evaluation 
for the Ministry’s programmes, i.e., evaluation that can take 
place during scheme implementation, so that right lessons 
can be drawn and the ongoing programme implementation 
improved. Monitoring, concurrent evaluation and innovation 
are the back-bone of any successful service delivery 
programme being implemented by the Government. Effective 
monitoring is essential for efficient delivery at the grass root 
level and concurrent evaluation is necessary so that course 
corrections are an ongoing process. A mechanism to pilot 
and establish innovations allows identifying and scaling up 
of new and more effective approaches.

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2. Current status and need for improvement 

2.1 At present the Economic and Monitoring Division in the 
MoRD is organizing evaluation studies by engaging inde¬ 
pendent institutions. This Division is understaffed and its 
focus is almost entirely on ‘monitoring’ aspects of all 
programmes and plan and policy support. It does not have 
the manpower, expertise or resources to facilitate regular, 
objective, rigorous evaluations of programmes, suggest policy 
implications and close the policy loop. Though it is man¬ 
dated to get each scheme evaluated before its continuation 
in the subsequent Five Year Plan, this is often not possible 
due to limited evaluation capabilities. 

2.2 Large schemes rolled out on an all India basis encounter 
unexpected problems on implementation - whether these are 
leakages, insufficient capacity in certain areas, State specific 
issues and constraints, ineffective management structures, 
information and communication problems, lack of financial 
transparency, inefficient rules to determine beneficiaries, or 
over-stringent budgetary requirements. 

Therefore there is a need for swiftly identifying inefficiencies 
and sub-optimalities as they emerge in order to make policy 
and programme level improvements on an ongoing basis. 

3. Creation of Concurrent Evaluation Office 

Accordingly the Government of India has resolved to create 
a Concurrent Evaluation Office (CEO) in the Ministry of Ru¬ 
ral Development for managing a Concurrent Evaluation Net¬ 
work (CENET). The Concurrent Evaluation Office (CEO) is 
hereby constituted as an ‘attached office’ under the aegis of 
the Ministry of Rural Development to carry out concurrent 
evaluation of various rural development programmes/schemes 
through a Concurrent Evaluation Network (CENET). 

4. Functions of CEO 

4.1 The Concurrent Evaluation Office (CEO) would establish 
and manage CENET, which will consist of a panel of reputed 
independent research and evaluation institutions with the 
requisite capabilities to undertake concurrent evaluations. 
The services of these institutions would be procured for un¬ 
dertaking concurrent evaluations and other studies/activi¬ 
ties following due diligence. The institutions supported by 
the Indian Council for Social Science Research (ICSSR), in¬ 
stitutes of national importance as designated by the Govern¬ 
ment of India, the Indian Institutes of Management, and some 
other reputed institutions will form the initial core of institu¬ 
tions that will undertake the evaluations. Based on the peri¬ 
odic assessments of the performance of the member institu¬ 
tions of the CENET, the CEO would redraw the panel from 
time to time. The CEO will be focal point for all concurrent 
evaluations undertaken in the Ministry. 

4.2 The Concurrent Evaluation Office (CEO) will manage the 
CENET in particular with respect to the following areas: 

(i) Identifying appropriate evaluations to be undertaken; 

(ii) Designing ToRs and identifying appropriate institu¬ 
tions to undertake studies; 


(iii) Guiding the studies to ensure they are on time and of 
requisite quality; 

(iv) Identifying lessons and recommending policy 
changes; 

(v) Reviewing the “Action taken reports” prepared by 
the Divisions in response to the evaluations; 

(vi) Disseminating findings and datasets; and 

(vii) Producing an Annual Report of its activities and key 
findings. 

5. Structure and Governance of Concurrent Evaluation 
Office (CEO) 

5.1 The Concurrent Evaluation Office will have a Governing 
Board (GB) which will have full administrative and financial 
powers. It will have up to 14 members representing stake 
holder institutions, including up to 6 Government members, 
with an eminent expert as the Chairperson. The Government 
members will include the Secretary Rural Development, 
Secretary Land Resources Department, a nominee of the 
Director General, Independent Evaluation Office (IEO) 
Planning Commission, one Principal Secretary of Rural 
Development / Panchayati Raj from the States, one Additional 
Secretary from MoRD, and the Chief Economic Advisor 
MoRD and a nodal officer from MoRD not below the rank of 
Joint Secretary. Six independent non-government experts will 
also be nominated to the GB. The Director General of the CEO 
will be the Member-Secretary of the GB. 

5.2 Functions of the GB 

• The GB shall approve the annual work programme and 
annual budget of the CEO. 

• The GB shall review the work of the C E O in its 
meetings, which shall be held at least once in a quarter. 

• The GB may from time to time issue general directions 
to the DG to better achieve the objectives of the CEO. 

• The GB shall approve the Annual Report of the C E O. 

• The GB shall frame its own procedures. 

5.3 The CEO would be staffed as follows. 

(i) CEO will be headed by a Chief Executive Officer 
designated as Director General (DG) in rank of 
Additional Secretary to Govt, of India. The DG will be 
an expert of repute with a doctoral or masters degree in 
economics or public policy and over 10 years of 
experience. S/he will be identified through a global 
search committee consisting of the following. 

a. An eminent economist preferably chair of a previous 
central finance commission 

b. Member of the Planning Commission of India in 
charge of rural development 

c. An expert of international standing in the field of 
public policy 
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d. An eminent economist of international standing 

e. An Additional Secretary, MoRD 

f. Principal Secretary (past or present) in a State 
Government who has both field experience and an 
advanced research degree 

g. The MoRD, if necessary, may also coopt any other 
expert for advice. 

(ii) The DG will have full functional autonomy and will 
report to the Governing Body of the CEO. 

(iii) Besides the DG the CEO will have 2 Program Managers 
and 4-5 consultants hired from the market. It will also 
have up to 2 secretarial staff. 

(iv) The tenure of the staff of the CEO will be a fixed 
3 years, extendable by another 2 years. 

(v) The staff of the CEO will be paid a consolidated 
monthly salary. 

(vi) Other terms of conditions of the DG and staff of the 
CEO shall be as decided by MoRD. 

5.4 It is envisaged that the total staff of the CEO, including 
support staff, will not exceed 10-12 people at any time, and 
the organization will remain lean and functional at all times. 
For creating other positions, specific approval of the Minis¬ 
try of Rural Development would be necessary. 

6. Mode of Engagement with MoRD 

6.1 There will be a formal relationship between the CEO and 
MoRD based on an annual consultation and an Annual Work 
Plan that will be codified in an annual Memorandum of Un¬ 
derstanding (MoU). The DG will report to Minister of Rural 
Development through the Secretary Rural Development. 

6.2 In January every year, the CEO will have a formal consul¬ 
tation with MoRD to discuss the findings of its studies in the 
previous years and proposed changes to programmes would 
to be codified into an annual report after the MoU is finalized 
based on an agreed annual work plan for the forthcoming 
year. 

6.3 In lune-Iuly every year, the CEO will have a formal mid¬ 
year consultation with MoRD to discuss progress. The CEO 
will also prepare an Annual Report of its work that will be 
submitted to the Ministry and put in the public domain. 

6.4 For the CEO to have its desired impact it is important that 
a nodal officer is designated to ensure that each of the pro¬ 
gram divisions acts on the findings from the CEO. The nodal 
officer will be not below the rank of Joint Secretary. S/he will 
also be an ex-officio member of the GB of the CEO. 

6.5 The CEO will also act as the focal point in MoRD for all 
activities related to concurrent evaluation. 

To this end it is clarified that the Monitoring Division 
which now looks after both monitoring and evaluation 
will hence forth concentrate its limited resources on activi¬ 
ties related to monitoring and post evaluation. 


This will ensure that there is no duplication in the working 
of the Monitoring Division and the CEO. 

7. The Concurrent Evaluation Office (CEO) shall conduct the 
evaluation studies of the following following programmes/ 
schemes namely: 

(i) Mahatma Gandhi National Rural Employment Guar¬ 
antee Act (MGNREGA) 

(ii) Pradhan Mantri Gram SadakYojana (PMGSY) 

(iii) Rural Housing-Indira Aawas Yoj ana (IAY) 

(iv) Swamjayanti Gram Swaroj gar Yojana (SGS Y)/National 
Rural Livelihood Mission / Skill Development (NRLM) 

(v) National Social Assistance Programme (NSAP) 

(vi) Integrated Watershed Management Programme 
(IWMP) 

(vii) National Land Records Management Programme 
(NLRMP) 

(viii) Any other programme/scheme/project/intervention as 
decided by CEO based on requests from Central Min¬ 
istries/ Planning Commission/ State Governments 
made to Ministry of Rural Development. 

8. The CEO will have its own budget — an administrative 
budget and a research budget to fund studies, consisting:- 

(i) Administrative budget of Rs. 1.75 crore per year, to be 
increased by 10% a year every year; and 

(ii) Research budget to fund studies of Rs. 8 crores a 
year, to be increased by 10% a year every year. The 
budget will be met from the existing budgetary alloca¬ 
tion of the Ministry of Rural Development from the 
head “Management Support to Rural Development 
Programmes and Strengthening District Planning Pro¬ 
cess, etc.” Additional funding may be raised for spe¬ 
cific studies. 

(iii) The CEO shall exercise the formal powers of HOD 
under delegation of Financial Powers Rules (DFPR), 
1978 as delegated under para 17.3.2(2) of the said Rules. 

9. The office of the CEO shall be located in NCR Delhi and the 
Ministry of Rural Development will facilitate in arranging 
suitable office accommodation.
